Born at Macleod, he’ received his 
public and high school education’ at 
Coaldale and was graduated from 
Claresholm Agricultural college in 
1923. ‘In that year his family moved 
to British Columbia, where he work- 
ed for several months on a_ fruit 
farm which still thrives and in which 
he takes active interest. 


Bought Fruit Farm 

After studying scientific agricul- 
ture at the University of Alberta he 
bought a fruit farm of his own but 
ran into financial reverses. During 
the following years he tried various 
lines of work including salesmanship, 
farming and landscape gardening. In 
the latter work he was following to 
some extent in the footsteps of his 
father, Archie Mitchell Sr., founder 
of the Mitchell nurseries at Coaldale 
and originator of the noted “tree- 
planting car" still used regularly by 
the Canadian Forestry association. 
Mr. Mitchell Sr. was also well known 
as Alberta's first chief weed inspec- 
tor in 1905, and he died in 1926. 


From 1930 until 1934 Medicine 
Hat's M.P.-élect sold insurance in 
Regina. It was there, in 1933, he 
married Miss Lucille Barber, whom 
he had met in Lethbridge where he 
was headquartered in 1928-29. Mrs. 
Mitchell, before her marriage, had 


been employed for several years on 
the commercial staff of Alberta Goy- 
ernment Telephones Lethbridge 
and Medicine Hat.

Soviet Aviatjon Authorities Try Out 
Parachute Kite 

A passenger and freight-carrying 
“parachute kite,” which Soviet avia- 
tion authorities said: they believed 
would be able to ascend into the 
stratosphere, had its first successful 
trial lifting four tons of cargo. 

An ordinary freight parachute, 
with a dome 65 feet in diameter, was 
used. The load was attached with 
short ropes leading from one side of 
the parachute. The other side bulges 
upward, giving the lifting power. 
Longer ropes, running from the bulg- 
ing side, also were attached to a 
load which, for passenger-carrying 
purposes, would consist of a gondola. 
By manoeuvring the longer rope, the 
crew, experts said, could steer the 
parachute and control its ascent and 
descent. 

The whole combinatjon load was 
called a ‘parachute train’ in the 
official description by Prof. I. Grok- 
hoffsky, chief of the experimental in- 
stitute of the Commissariat of Heavy 
Industry which is sponsoring the} 
trials. Grokhoffsky said he believed 
the parachute could carry explorers 
into the stratosphere and descibed 
flying in a parachute kite as the 
safest mode of air travel since the 
parachute is always opened, assuring 
a safe descent

_ Rehabilitation Program 


An important and. very practical 
phase of the Prairie Farm Rehabili- 
‘tation programme centres around the 
intense studying of the farm prob- 
lems of production. resulting from 
drought and soil drifting, aiso around 
the demonstrating of the most suc- 
cessful precautionary and controlling 
measures. As 4 medium for carry- 
ing on this work, the Prairie Farm 
Rehabilitation Act provides for the 
establishment of District Experiment 
Sub-Stations. These sub-stations are 
located in problem areas, principally 
in the south and central portions of 
the three Prairie Provinces, where 
hardships and financial loss have re- 
sulted from varying hazards to crops, 
community wide in their extent. Up 
to the present time thirty-nine dis- 
‘trict experiment sub-stations have 
been established on varying _ soil 
types, and an active programme of 
work has been instituted. As a 
broad objective the procedure aims 
to develop a system of farming with 
as high a degree of permanency as 
may be possible, a system that may 
be adaptable to farming areas where 
grain farming is principally being 
followed, with limited rainfall and on 
soils subject to drifting. 

The system of cropping is based 
primarily on strip farming with its 
accompanying necessary cultural 
practices and short crop rotations. 
The two year rotation of fallow, 
wheat alternating has been most 
widely laid down, although in certain 
-sections where the annual precipita- 
tion warrants such a procedure, a 
three year cropping system of two 
crops of grain after fallow is being} 
followed. The cereal crop. being 
grown on these short rotations varies 
in keeping with the individual need 
and aims to produce wheat primarily | 
as the cash crop, at the same time, 
to grow oats and other cereals as 
forage, thus building up feed re-| 
serves as an assurance against the) 
possibility of recurring short crop 
years and the resulting winter. feed | 
shortage which is frequently experi- | 
enced. The width of strips vary from 
eight to sixteen rods, depending on 
the soil type and its past history with 
respect to soil drifting or wind ero- 
sion.-. The -effect of cover crops and 
the use of manures and chemical fer- 
tilizers is also under experimentation 
and study as to their effect on con- 
trolling soil drifting. |

Anything Above 68 Degrees Affects | 
Quality Of Eggs 

It is a well known fact that egg 
quality is greatly lowered when ex- 
posed to too high temperatures. 
Damage begins as soon as eggs are 
held at temperatures above 68 de- 
grees, because germ development be- 
gins at that point. While much 
lower temperatures dre desirable, yet 
when germ development is prevented 
one of the biggest causes of loss of 
quality has disappeared. 

At the recent poultry conference 
in Chicago, Prof. E. M. Funk, of the 
University of Missouri, discussed egg 
temperatures and methods of cooling 
eggs, based upon tests which he had, 
made. His statement, in part, fol- 
lows: 

“Warm eggs should be put in con- 
tainers where they are exposed to 
cool air. Eggs in a wire basket will 
cool much sooner than if in a basket | 
or case. They should not be put in 
cases till they have been exposed to 
lower temperatures for a period of | 
several hours. 

“The use of cooled containers in- 
stead of warm containers will assist

As a supplement to 
the permanent pasture, as the season 
advances and growth becomes slower, 
provision is being made for supple- 
mentary pastures, and an area is 
being seeded down to fall rye as well 
as to spring grain. 

In the study of drought and soil 
drifting problems on srub-stations, 
very special attention is being given 
to the methodg of handling the sum- 
merfallow. Tillage practices being 
directed to permit a lumpy surface 
and to retain as large a portion as 
possible of stubble and other forms 
of vegetation on the surface. 

In the organization of a _ sub- 
station, the land is not purchased but 
rather a co-operative agreement is 
entered into with a progressive and 
interested farmer in these different 
districts.

With sanctions impending aga‘nst Italy as the,aggressor in the East African imbrogllo, ind ‘promanee 


effect of the exercise of such penalties on three powers—Italy, France and Britain—has been, summarized 
by the Associated Press in these three brief statements. . ¥ 


ITALY 


Italy stands to lose ‘several billlon lire yearly in 
exports by isolation from other League of Nations 
members when the League imposes économie and 
financial sancttons against this country. 

But Italy feels this loss will be made up in exports 
to other countries, Italian economists insist. 

Quoting recent reports, they showed the so-called 
gold bloc’ countries Switzerland, Poland, Hol- 
land, France, Belgium und Luxembourgs-all mem- 
bers of the League, in a survey here In 1933, took

BRITAIN 


If the League of Nations stops Italy’s foreign 
trade through economic sanctions, Great Britain 
it was estimated, will lose more than 9,000,000 
pounds annually in goods exported to the Mediter- 
ranean power. 

British miners would suffer most, since more 
than a third of the total exports to Italy are British 
coal 

The British iron, steel, machinery, woolen and 
antomobile trades also would be affected. Because 
of the difficulty of obtaining payment, many British 
manufacturers already have ceased accepting Ital- 
jan orders for goods. 

Great. Britain buys 8,500,000 pounds worth of 
Italian goods. In case of stoppage of trade with 
Italy, it is thought. most of th’s material could be 
obtained elsewhere 

Statisticians and military observers believe that 
if a ban on the export of munitions to Italy could 
be enforced, the Ethiopian war might be of short 
duration . 

Italy provided only 1.7 per cent of the world ex- 
port of arms in 1934; but no matter how large the 
stocks she has on hand, war wastage—estimated at 
100 per cent monthly in case of aeroplanes--would 
rapidly shrink them, experts say, and she would 
lack the means of manufacturing fresh supplies. 

Only the United States, Great Britain and the 
Soviet are self-suflictent in most of the war neces- 
sitfes. Italy lacks chrome ore, mica, nickel, plati- 
num, rubber, tin, tungsten, coal, copper, cotton, 
iron, lead, manganese, petroleum, wool and zine,

THE COMING POWER PLANT 
There is something new under the sun. 
We give you the Diesel engine as proof. ~ 
The Diesel engine is the most. efficient 
engine in the world. It burns cheap fuel and 
utilizes up to 37 per cent of the potential | 
thermal energy in each gallon as against 25 
per cent in the gasoline engine. Thus the 
Diesel will travel twice as far on a gallon of 
fuel oil as a gasoline engine will go on a gal- | 
lon of gasoline. Diesel fuel costs are thus 
one-quarter that of a gasoline engine. 

On its downstroke the piston of a Diesel 
sucks in pure air.

The 
basic engineering problem of the Diesel is 
the perfection of this injecting mechanism, 
so that it will inject this drop of oil in three 
or four thousands of a second. This consti- 
tutes one of the most ticklish mechanical 
engineering problems in the world. 


Diesels are being perfected and will be the 
next driving force of all modern railways. 


“A 4000-horsepower steam locomotive costs 


from $1 to $1.25°an hour to operate. The 
new Diesel of 3600 horsepower costs 60c a 
mile. On the average mileage covered by 
an engine (200,000 a year) the savings of - 
a Diesel would amount to $80,000. 

The biggest problem in the Diese] field is 
to get the weight per horsepower down to a 


comparable level with the gasoline engine. 
The engine of a Buick car weighs 8 pounds 
per horsepower; the engine of a heavy-duty 
truck weighs about 23. The first figure can 
not be equalled by a Diesel; the second can 
be beaten. 

In Germany there are about 3800 Diesel 
trucks and buses, and in England about 90 
per cent of the buses are Dieselized. It was 
in Europe, where economy of operation is 
imperative in automotive development that 
the high-speed Diesel got its start. 


ORIGIN OF NAME OF ALBERTA 
Among the names of the provinces of 
Canada, Alberta possesses a stateliness and 
a charm exceeded by the designation of 
none other. Alberta was named after the 
wife of the Marquis of Lorne, who was gov- 
ernor-general of Canada at the time the 
province came into being. The lady was the 
fourth daughter of Queen Victoria and her 
name was Princess Louise Caroline Alberta: 
and she, doubtlessly, was named after her 
father, Prince Albert. 
The Marquis of Lorne, in his “Memories 
of Canada and Scotland”, says: 
“In token of the love which thou has shown, 
For this wide land of freedom, I have 
named

Human beings are like markets. Every 
man, woman and child is a daily wanter of 
many things, most of which have to be 
beught from some retailer.

Drive Is On In Europe For More 
Peace And Quietness. 


Not long ago Paris was perhaps 


the noisiest capital in Europe, It is 
how determined to.be the quietest. 
It. is proceeding punitively against 
all who by their noise disturb the 
“tranquillity” of Parisians or upset 
“internal serenity” by “offensive up- 
roar,’ 

Thus the prefect of police, in his 
exhortation to police. officers to do 
their duty. As in London, motor- 
horns are prohibited in the night 
hours. With this single exception 
our own laws against offensive noises 
are vague, and seldom enforced. 
Those in Paris are particular, and 
are to be supported by the utmost 
vigilance on the part of the police. 
A rackety vehicle is forbidden. So is 
a raucous motorhorn, a siren, a 
carpet-beater, a street-crier, or a dis- 
turbing loudspeaker. When com- 
plaints are made it is the duty of the 
policeman to take immediate action. 

In London we continue to suffer 
unregulated horns, pneumatic drills, 
gramophones, bagpipes, and even 
brass bands, and because we are not 
by nature a noisy people we suffer 
in silence and without redress.—Lon- 
don Spectator.
